Impressive Slavonic Service— InuneDBO 
Crowds View tLe Corpse 
Lyingr In State. 



St. Phtersbubg, Nov. 1,3. — The funeral 
train with the body of the Itkte Czar on 
board arrived at the Kioholaa station laat 
□icht, and was'shnnted npon a side traok. 
Shortly after 10 a.m. tbh imperial train re- 
entered the railroad station. The body was 
transferred to the hearse in waiting and 
GonvoyGd to tho cathedral through tho 
densely crowded streets, guarded by thoua- 
anda of troops. Every foot of ground along 
tho route waa occupied with epectators. 
The greatest mBBses of people wore gathered 
in front of the Kuaan, St. Isaao'e and other 
churches, in front of which previous to the 
Btartine of tho prooeasion, the olergy stood 
in tlifcir atato robes. Three aalvoa erf artil- 
lery announced tlio arrival of tho prooeaaion 
at exactly 11 o'clock. The route followed 
by tho cortege waa six milea long. 

Tho Czvr'a Cossiick budyguurd headed tho 
prooeaaion, and waa followed by other de- 
taobmonta of cavalry. Then oame fifty-one 
standards, each cacorted by ollicera. The 
firat two fliga and the laat flig bore the im- 
perial arms. Next came tho horae of the 
dead Czir and a man in gilt armor, holding 
the sword of state and mounted npon a 
splendidly capariaoned charger led by two 
grooms in the state livery. Following this 
horseman came a second man In black 
armor,, carrying a naked sword. Ho pre 
ceded a number of high of&oiala who bore a 
mourning standard of blaok silk. Behind 
the Btaudard was a retinae of offioials bear- 
ing the standards of the varions Basaian 
provinoes. The remainder of the prooea- 
aion, until the.; end of the. twelfth section, 
was edinpoied' of high iinpertal' and pro- 
vincial, fnnotlonacies, with their stalls of 
olReo and numerona other officers bearing 
dilTari^nt banners. The rear of the twelfth 
auction waa brought up by another detach- 
m?Dt of otHciala, who bore on velvet onshiona 
the late Cait'a medals, orders and the im- 
perial insignia. 

The thirteenth and most important aeotion 
of the procoBsion, and the ono for which 
everybody waa waiting, was headed by the 
ohoira of the Cathedral of St. laaao and of 
tho convent of St. Alexander Newski. Fol- 
lowiof; tho ohoira were the clergy, bearing 
lighted cundlep, and behind them came the 
Czar'a oonfessor. Father Yanyichielt, holding 
the tmage of St. Alexander Newski, the 
patron saint of the dead monarch. Behind 
the image of -the saint c»mo tho hoarse, 
drawn by eight horaoe. The tuBaela of the 
hearse were hold by aixteen geoerula in full 
mourning uniform. Sixty pugea carrying 
lighted torches walked on either aide of the 
hearse. Tlio hearae or funeral car ooneisted 
of a platform on wheels. The plat- 
form , nraa covered with black cloth, 
with eifver bands. The spokes of the wheels 
were also silvered. Columns stood at the 
corners, and from them waa Buspendod a 
magnificent baldachin. At the foot of each 
column on the platform there stood a gen- 
eral. The cofSn rested on a bier covered 
with black velvet. Over tho coffin there 
was a great silver pall bordered with gold. 

Behind the hearao came the Ci'. ir and the 
imperial household. They wore followed by 
the King of Greece and the I'rinca of Wales 
Then came a long line of gowned dukea and 
princea, followed by their various military 
suites. After the latter marched a detach- 
ment of grenadiers, and following the gren- 
adiers oame the imperial oarrisgee with the 
ladies of the imperial and royal families. 
The other monruiog oarrlages eontained all 
of the ' royal and titled ladies, who have 
journeyed from Livadia with the body. 
After the carriages oame thonssnds of troops 
of all armies, who bronght up'therearof 
the prooeasion. The mnltitades along the 
route bowed reverently, crossing themaelves 
The draped gaa lampa along thu route ahed a 
sickly light, whiob, cotnl)itjod with the 
niiat, made a vary depretaing apcotacle, 

Thenceno at ihe cathedral waa deeply im- 
preaaivo. It was only with groat diliioulty 
that Czir Nicholua, tho Grand Duko, tho 
Iviug of Greece, tho I'rinoo of Wnlea and 
othera carried tho cnornioua coliiu from the 
hearan to tho catafaNjuo. 'I'ho coliin vjuB 
pli\ced with the feet toward the altar. When 
tho lid waa removed a golden and ermine 
Dall waa thrown over the body from tho 
breaat downwards. Tho solemn gracdcur 
of the whole scene is indeaoribablo. 

Tho impreasive Slavonic aorvico of tho 
dead opened with all in rapt attontion, and 
as the atruinn of tho glorious anthem " Rest 
W ith tho Bloescd," rose, rendered by tho 
choir with ezquieito aweotneea and pithoa, 
all knelt, many sobbing uncontrollably. 
Following the anthem tho Metropolitan road 
hopo inspiring pasaagoa of Soripturo. Then 
came the closing scene. 
gSL'he ohief moaroers slowly and singly 
mounted the oatafalqae, reverently kissed 
the pitle hand of the dead Gzir, and left the 
building in silenoo. Afterwards Aey re- 
paired privately to their allotted iqaartera 
in tho^ varioua palacea. They returned at 
S p. m' to aaiisD at the solemn office of the 
dead, which all officials are expected to at- 
tend daily until the burial. 

During the ohief service a great moarning 
banner was hoisted at the fortress, after 
wlucli tho troops returned to thoir barraoks. 
Thonaands of peraona picked up ae mu- 
nieiitoa tho twiga of pino and cypreaa with 
wliicli the roadwaya were utrown. IJin- 
nors wore given to .od.Odl) poor thia evening. 

An enormoua crowd puaaod in lino ind 
viewed the dond Czir'a faco ad it lay in the 
cathedral. The lying in Btate will continue 
until tho day of tho funeral. Conataut 
niaaseB will hn celebrated. Preaident Clovo- 
I'ind of the United Statoa waa ropreaonted 
in to day's ceremony by Miniater Breckin- 
ridge and tho entire alafl' of the V. S, loga- 
lioD, and hy Lieutenant Hoberta, naval 
attucho at Paris. Tho American colony aent 
twenty wreutha to bo placed in tho Czar's 
colli ii. 

It is expected tho Czarina will accompany 
her father. King Chriatian of Denmark, 
alter tho ohaKjuios of her huaband. Until 
the funeral takes placo two requiem acrvioos 
will take place daily, ono at 11 o'clock ia 
the morning at which the Czor alone will bo 
present, and the other at 7 o'olook in tho 
evening, which the entire imperial family 
will attend.

Ffi&SER VALLEY RAILWAY. 

Burners of Its Fnrchase by an English 
Syndicate Who Will Operate^ 
the Bead. 

Taooma, Nov. 13.— It is announced that 
an English syndicate has contracted to build 
tho Fraser Valley & Burrard Inlot railway, 
fifty-one milea long, from Sumaa, Wash., 
to Vancouver, B. C. , providing tho oily of 
Vancouvor gives tho proniiaed subsidy of 
5,')50,000 and grants an exicoBlon of 
ono year's time, or to December .31, 
1893, in which to build the road. The lino 
wae to bo finished by December 31 next, 
hut the busineaa depression prevented it. 
Thn arrangement ia that the Englishmen 
shall take the aubaidy and then build, own 
and operate the road. 

By a IruHio agreement already provided 
for, tho lino will be in reality a branch of 
tho Northern I'aciCc running into tho 
flanadittu Pacific territory, as originally 
intended. The Northern Pacific's object, 
it ia said, ia lo cue rates to Vancouver, if 
tho Canadian Paciflo railway cuts ratea into 
Ita territory. If the extension of timo ia 
granted, the line will be built early in ihu 
summer. Over $60,000 has been spent on 
it to date. 



TRE OPIUa DUTY. 

Protest Aeainst Its Being Charged on tlio 
Ooverlne Uatter of the Drag. 

The ooanoil of the board of trade at their 
meeting on Taeaday diaoatsed an Interestiog 
matter whioh was not included in the 

memoranda of proceedings furnished to the 
roportora, who wore by resolution of the 
council excluded from the meeting. This 
arose out of tho following letter : — 
To the, Prmdmi and Ommcil of the Board 
of T riule : 

SiKS :— On behalf of tho Chincso opium 
refiners of the province, we have the honor 
to ri quest that the seal of the board of trade 
may be tfflzed to a' oonmnnioatldn to the 
Hon. the Minister of Trade and Commerce, 
O'tawa, asking that tho leaves and rubbish 
lying bolwoon tho outer aholl, or covering, 
in which tho opium ia pucked, and the 
crude opium, may be allowed for aa tare, 
and the duty of $1 per pound now charged 
on same be levied only on the opium itself. 
Tho communication referred to has already 
been signed by the managers and agents of 
tho several steamship and railway com 
panics having oflicea in the city, aa well aa 
by a number of morcbants. Tho petition ia 
now in our hunda. Anticipating your kind 
consldorution iu thia matter.

It is stated that tho letter was the eubjeot 
of a lengthy discuaaion, resulting in the 
adoption of tho folloning resolution on a 
vote of six to three : "Moved by H. E

the Dominion government that tho refuse at- 
tached to tho balls of opium be exempt from 
duty, the same as the aholl covers."

LOBB ACQUITTED. 

Judijo Hole Jlliiuldly Kevlews the Evidence 
Adduced-Oiily n Brief Deliberation. 

Vancouvek, Nov. 14. — (Speoial) — In 
Justice Bole's charge to the jury In the Lobb 
case this morning ths evidenoe waa minutely 

reviewed, the Judge Baying that in his 
opinion tho shot oould have been aolf-ln- 
fiictfldat the distance mentioned, from 13 to 
15 inohes from the body. It was for them 
to decide whether it was probable. The 
jury were reminded that when the fatal shot 
waa tired only four persons were In the 
room, husband, wife and two children, 
therefore the revolver was undoubtedly dis- 
charged by Mrs. Lobb or the priaouer. In 
this case it muat be conclusively proved that 
tho priaoner fired the fatal shot with homi- 
cidal intent to warrant them In bringing in 
a verdict of murder. A definition of homi- 
cide was given and the jury were Informed 
that it was In their province to brini; in 
a verdict of manslaughter. Iothopr<Heut 
ir.8t:inoo tho evidonoo was wholly uircum- 
atantial. Tho rules of ovidonco, particu- 
larly of a oircumatantiiil nature, wore then 
moat oxhauativoly examined. Tho firat 
(lueation thoy hud to oak themaelvos waa ia 
tlio evidence conaiatent with tho theory of 
tho Grown? If thoy ogreed among thein- 
aelvoa that it waa conaiatent with that 
theory and no other, it waa thoir duty to 
bring in a verdict of murder or manalaugh- 
tor. If tho evidence waa inconaistent with 
tho theory of tho Crown it waa thoir duty to 
nc(|uit, or if thoy hold a roaaonablo doubt, 
not for tho purpose of shirking the reaponai- 
bility, but ao conecientious, reuaouublo men, 
it would be their duty lo acquit. Tlie whole 
ca^io waa before thorn ; overy membor of the 
jury had a right to hia opinion. Bo the oonso- 
(luenoo what it may, lot every man do hia 
duty and bo guided by tho all-wiso dispenser 
of events. Ttiey muat take tha matter un- 
der their full and oomploto doliberaticn, and 
msy God guide them to do what is right. 

Tho jury retired at 11.20, Juatioe liole'a 
charge having been of an hour and twenty 
minutes' duration. The oourt waa adjourn- 
ed for fifteen minutea, but at 11 30, or after 
ten minutes deliberation, the jury returned 
with a verdict of "not guilty." Juatico 
Bole asked the policeman to liberate the ac- 
cused. Mr, Lobb was very much affeoted. 
His brother baatened to hia assistance and 
the liberated man, weeping bitterly, left the 
court. 



REAL ESTATE MIX-UP. 

Withdrawal of a Charee Which Was Laid 
Only Through MlBapprehension. 

The case ag<kinst Messrs. Winnett and 
Cooper, instituc.'id on the information of P. 
B. Kteaon, came up on remand in the police 
court yesterday morning, pursuant to tha 
adj 3urnment which had been made to give 
tho magiatroto au opportunity of looking 
into tho facta. When it was called Mr. 
Elliott, who appeared for tho private proao- 
cution, renewed tho application for permia- 
aion to withdraw the information, feeling 
satisfied that the accused had aoted in good 
faith as set forth in the following atate- 
ment : 

A Victoria solicitor acting as agent for tha 
owner of the property, who rooided in Eng- 
land, authorized tho defendants to sell it, 
tho puichoaa price and commisBion to tho 
defondantB being not then definitely settled, 
but any offer made by them wai to be net to 
the owners, tho agents thus bsing left to 
make their ootnmiaaion out of the buyer. 
The defendants had the property in their 
hands for aome time, real estate being inac- 
tive. Finally tbe prosecutor, having no- 
ticed thoir advertisement in the local papers, 
C!illed at their office aud inqnired about tho 
prioo and terms. VVlnnett & Cooper asked 
f'225 per acre, to which tbe prosecutor de- 
murred, but at length ofiered $200 per ai;re. 
At a snbsequenb interview Mr. Cooper told 
him the" very lowest price waa $215, and 
when the prosecutor agreed to buy at thai 
price Mr. Cooper told him the property had 
been left with them by a law firm in Vic- 
toria, that the owner waa In England and 
the deeda would have to be aigned there. 
Tho prosecutor said that would suit 
him aa ho also had to got hia 
money from England, and ho paid down 
S15U to bind liimaolf. Part of tho $150 waa 
paid over lo the aolioitor, who said ho 
would havo to get tho owuor'a approval ba- 
foro accepting finally. In tho muantimo 
the owner had genu to Egypt, and the 
nccuaaary oorreapondenco took a very con- 
aideruble time. When tho proaecutor'o 
money arrived he was anxious lo complete 
the purchaae, but when word camo from 
the owner it \va.s that he disapproved of tho 
terms of aalo. A wiio-k or two buforn tlio 
charge waa laid, ( 'oopor aud the proaccutor 
had a talk when it was underaloud the 
sale waa likely to fall through. Cooper 
proiiiiaing in that case to return tlie ilepoiiil 
in a few days. Tho proeecutor called for 
hia niouoy on I'riday laat, and was 
tjld lo come in uoxt morning when he would 
receive the amount in full. Instead of doing 
thia tho prosecutor oonsulled Mr. H. Elliott, 
who being unac(|uaintod with tho partiea 
and not oogni/.ant of all thu uircumstauui'u, 
advised a proaoculion and u ohargo waa 
accordingly laid on Friday, On Saturday 
morning the money was ready aooordlng to 
promise and counsel having in the meantime 
beoome aware of all the circumatancos and 
the nature of tbo miaunderatanding, waa 
averse to continue proceedings which might 
oaat a reflection upon the name of the 
defendants and therefore approved a wiljh. 
drawal of the charge. 

The Magistrate having informed himself 
of tho facts stated his belief that the de- 
fendants had acted entirely without wrong- 
ful intent and that it waa a matter for rc- 
grot that they had been placed in thia un- 
pleasant position. He waa vtry glad there- 
fore to find himself able to allow the charge 
to ho ^^ithdraw□, and accordingly the affair 
thua came to an end.

BAILWAY CBANGES. 

^Ead of the Aereement Betwaen tbe O. P. B. 
and the Great Nortliern Hallway. 

Seattlk, Nov. 14. —Within the next 
ninety days it is understoud Ih&b a diarup- 
tion will take plaoa in the present Canadian 
Piioifia-Grout Northurn line between Seattle 
and Vancouver, B.C., which will inoludo 
the through acrvioe between Whatoom (at 
which point the Great Northern and the 
British Columbia and Bellingbam lisy road, 
which ia controlled by the Canadian Pacific, 
connect and tranafera of o»ra aro made by 
the respoctive rooH) und Saattlo. In other 
words, the Grout Northern after January 31 
will no longer bo a part of tho Canskdian 
Pacific through routo between Eaatern 
points and tho Pacific Coaat. 

It ia stated upon pood authority that 
General Superintendent Parrell about ten 
days ago from Spokane wrolo Mr. Harry 
Abbott, general superintendent of tba Cana- 
dian Pacific, that on the date indioated tho 
Great Northern would terminate the ar- 
rangement now in exiateuoe. Three montha' 
notice was neoesaary in order to conform to 
the agreement made between the reepeotlve 
oompa'niea prior to entering into the sovon- 
ant. 

Neither General Agent McGiunianorCon- 
traotlng ^Agent Sorogi>y of tha Canadian 
oonid yesterday throw any light upon the 
Bubjeot. The Canadian Paoifio will not have 
to resort to steamer servioe between. Seattle 
and Whatootr. In order to oonneot with thi' 
Bellingharr lUy road, aa tho Seattle, Lake 
Shore & E iBtern railway connects with the 
lino at Suniua und alforde a good comniuni 
cation. In faot there has been for the laat 
year a " cTinmuDity of interest" between 
tho two lints, and unJor the otnprnhenaive 
and oonaervativo nmnagomont of BcccivL-rs 
Brown and Hryant tho intercourse between 
the two lines hub developed a fine busicesB 
in which both roads have equitably parti- 
cipated. 

Tho loss of tho Groat Northern lino will 
not bo sovoroly folt by the Canadian line. 
In fact, it is helioved the route in conneo- 
tion with tho Lake Shore will bo more satia- 
faotory than tho present) one The Great 
Northc'u rtachca New Weatmiustor, H.C., 
at whioh point they had, previous to enter- 
ing into the existing agreement, a fair 
freight and passenger business. On freight 
business they will have to use to Vancou- 
ver B C. , the Bosalie line to Victoria and 
Captain John Irving's lino, Victoria to 
Vancouver. In passenger tralBo they will 
probably ticket to New Weatmlnater and 
cranafer to the eleotrio road ronnlog to Yan- 
oouver.

Colorado's Governor on tlie Curses of the 
Times and Tliclr Itemed)-. 

Denvek, Nov. 13 —Governor Waite 
ahows his belief in populiab dootrinea by is- 
suing tho following atatenicut in connection 
with his Thankagiving proolaniation : 

" The soil and the bowels of the earth

people, and while we may be exceedingly 
thankful for a genial climate and unbounded 
resources, let us bear in mind that only 
through a cansoientious regurd for the In- 
dustrial rights of all tha people can the 
blessing of religious and eoonomia freedom 
ba permanently eatabllabed," 



DI8ASTB0US AABTHQOASE. 

fortloni of Japan Sevetely Shaken— Heaiy 
Lo88 of Life— Fires. 

TOKIO, Japan, Oct. 30.— (Correspondence 
of United Press per steamer Peru.) Japan 
haa been visited by another diaaatroue 
earthqaake. Salcata, a town on the north- 
weat coast, suffered the most severely. Tho 
seismic force was exercised obiefiy in a verti- 
cal direction and its effeota were exception- 
ally disastrous. Houses tumbled down be- 
fore their inmates could escape, the ground 
was fissured in many places and poured out 
muddy water which converted the Btroeta 
into rivers, and as invariably tho case, the 
horror of the cilaniity waa accentuated by a 
conflagratiou that broke out in thirteen dif- 
ferent places simultaneously and deatroyed 
2,500 houses in three hours. Two hcupes 
were actually swallowed up and one wealthy 
merchant bad no less than 43 warehouses 
burned down. In one dwelling a whole fam- 
ily of seven perished, being orusfa^d to 
death. In another nine met with a similar 
fate, and a gronp of terrified ottlMDS who 
■liadftakeD refpge at the base of a «olos8al 
brdaze vase atandiDS in' front of the town 
hospital were killed by,|he fall ot.tfae vase, 
^together some' 300 persons. w«rb kUIed and 
abo'nc 200 were wounded^ in' Sa^kl and the 
anrronnding distriots,i while the number of 
housea destroyed by fire was over 2^500 and 
abont an equal number were shaken down. 

STOEMY TIMES. 

Great Destrnctlon In Kngland, France and on 
the North Si-ii From the Pre- 
vailing Gales, 

London, Nov. 14. — Along the English 
channel steamers report having bad fearful 
passages. The warships anchored at Ste- 
male, France, were in 8erioua dojigar and 
put to sea flying distress signals. Cherbourg 
and other ports are crowded with damaged 
craft. The storm waa very violent In Paris, 
three persons were killed by falling chim- 
neys and several more were injured. Ttie 
velocity of tho wind aa recorded on tho 
Eiffel tower was 82 miles an hour. Daatha 
and injuries duo to the etorm aro reported 
from Nantes, Rouen and other towns in 
France. Tho loea of property und livn atock 
by the fiooda iu Devon, Cornwall, Dortos 
Somerset and elsewhere in England ia enor- 
mous. 

Tho bark Leif, belonging to Drammen, 
Norway, has been wrecked ati))vor and 
three of the crew drowned. Oihor caaes of 
drowning are reported from different places. 

The hurricane which has • prevailed all 
along the coast of the North sea has done a 
great deal of damage and considerable loss 
of life ia reported. The telegraphs through - 
ont Germany have suffared greatly from the 
storm, and in many seotiona they are wholly 
prostrated.

LoNUON, Nov. If.— A dispatch from

'Montorvia nf his intention to Und a cargo 
at Settra Kroo. Tho offiaittla forbade him 
to do so on tho ground that Sottru Kroo ia 
not a port of oni-ry und it would bo a liroaoh 
of tho revenue laws to land a cargo there. 
The master defied tho cfiiciulR, upon which 
tho Liboriun gunboat fired at the bouta land- 
ing the steamer's cargo, killing twonty-Uve 
persons.

NEW ZEALAND MUTTON. 

Great Inii)rovemont In tho Slu'cii UuBiness of 
llie Colony. 

San Francisco, Nov. 13 —J. and S. 
Jackson, leading sheep farmers of New 
/Zealand, aro in tho city. They are con- 
templating a tour of the world, having left 
New Zealand, thoir native country, in April, 
They say that though prices for mutton and 
wool are low, the sheep bnsiipeaB is pretty 
good yet. "New Zealand ia a fir better 
country for sheep than Australia," said J. 
Jackson. " Last year our country sent 
about 2,000,000 sheep in refrigerators to 
England. In New Zaaland now are about 
20,000,000 aheep, and In Auatcalia 100,000,- 
000. In some parta of New Zealand we gat 
fifty. four inches of rain, which makes an 
abundar cs of grass. Some of the best land 
carries four to five aheep to the acre. Our 
breeds are Liocoin and Romney marab, 
with Merinca on high and hilly ground. 
There is also some orossingwithLeiceatorund 
other varieties. Our grAsa is all Englleh 
and Scotch. Tbero is no native grass. 
What we have ia lark's foot, lyegraas, con- 
gress, clover and white clover, golden 
crested dogstail and meadow foxtail." 



CHICAGO POLICE. 

Bad State of Affalrs-BlBmlsaal of Thirty 
Ofllcers fur Neglect of Duty. 

CmCAao, Nov. 14. — Tho chief of police 
yesterday dismissed thirty police for neglect 
of duly on election day. Besides these 
eleven ofiSoers are nnder saapioion for failure 
to arrest those who killed Collatnder. The 
council haa offered a reward of S500 for tho 
arrescof the ballot box raiders, but all have 
so for kept under cover. It ia charged that 
the men muat havo esoapad by the con- 
nivance of tho police. DotcrmiDod efforts 
are being made to hunt down and puniah 
the murderers of Gua Collainder and all 
thoae who disturbed the police and violated 
the law on election day.

THE PRESIDENT, 

It is remarkable tbat while the Demo- 
cratic party in the United States has been 
routed horee, foot and artillery, so little has 
baen said agninat its. leader and in every 
way its moat prominent niomber, Grover 
Cleveland, Tho political opponents of the 
Democratic party have tiad very little to say 
against the President, and now, after the 
contest is over, the only men who oensure 
him belong to his own party. There munt 
be some reason for the immunity from abuse 
which President Cleveland haa enjoyed dur 
iog tho election campaign. lait because hehas 
won for himself the deep respect of tbougbt 
fal and truly patriotio men of all parties 
in the United States 1 We believe it is. 
President Cleveland haa proved himself to 
bo in a most important crisis a man who has 
no other object than tho welfare of his 
country. He has shown that his patriotism 
is pure and sound, and that he possesses in a 
f^reat degree moral ooarage of a very rare 
kind. 

When the business of the country iind tho 
happinesa of millionu depended upon tlie 
action ho should docido to tako on tho silver 
question, ho, in tho face of groat diliiculliee, 
took the course, and continued in it, which 
the best men in the United States and in 
other GountrioB believe was best oaloalated 
to carry the onuntiy safely over a most 
Important crisis. He allayed alarm, 
ond prevented u niiuous panic by 
asHuriug tho country lliat ihe GovBrniiiout 
would continue to redeem its paper with 
gold ; and when be fotind that ooofldenoe 
was not restored by what he had done, he 
called ah extraordinary session of CongreBS 
to repeal the Sherman law. When dillioul- 
ties wore raised by men of his own party 
and wlioii it uppearod thut his continuing to 
uphold tho cause of sound money would 
create a split in the Demoeratio party wbiob 
migbt greatly weaken it and keep it perman- 
ently ^i^'^^^^i onntiaucd lirni. He did all 
that a man in his position could do to facil- 
itate tho passage of the bill in theSenatoaud 
to roaeauro tho country. li ho hud wavered 
in the least or given the slightest hint that 
be would agree to a oompromiae with 
the silver men the very worst efifeots to the 
bnsineu of the country would have certainly 
followed, lioiog couviaced ha was right and 
knowing that tho welfare ol the country de- 
pended upon hia lirmnoBs he did not yield in 
the slightest degree to tho imnioiiso pressure 
that' was brought to bear upon him. He 
was and he remalDed immoveable. The 
stand ho then took gained for him tho re- 
■peoti aot only of the boat men oi his own 
party, but of the opposition to liia Adminis- 
tration, and Bomo of i,ho latter had tho mon- 
liucsa publicly to express their opinion of his 
oonduct, 

His assertion of the authority of the Fed- 
eral Gqvernment during the great railway 



strike, proved to friend and foe that he is a 
oool, olear-headed man, who has the. ooarage 
to do what he believes to be right independ- 
ently of party considerations. 

On the question of tariff reform he was 
true to his promises and his prinoiples. 
Though the polioy he pursued placed him 
in antagonism to powerful men of his own 
party both In Congress and out of Congress, 
he did not' swerve an inoh from the path 
which he considered both politioal honesty 
and tlio intercBta of tho country required 
him to follow. Here again he won the ap- 
proval and extorted the admiration of men 
who did not agree with him on the question 
at issue. They saw in him a man who is 
true t'O his prinoiples, and who is bound, 
come what may, to be as good as hia word 
and they no doubt in their hearts paid him 
the tribute which ia always paid to true 
worth and to sterling integrity. 

It ia, we submit, to the respect and esteem 
wbioh President Cleveland fairly won in 
times of great difflonlty that his freedom 
from personal and political attack during 
the late campaign is due. Many of hia op- 
pononta refrained from aasailing him from 
prinoiple, and those of them who were nut 
restrained by principle soon found that vili- 
licition of President Cleveland did not take 
with the people. 

THE GOLD LOAN. 

The determination of tho Govarnmcnt of 
tho United S atea to borrow fifty millions of 
gold ooin does not surprise those who have 
any knowledge of United States finance. 
In order to maintain public oonfidenoo the 
Government nniM be in a position to redeem 
its paper with gold — and its ability to do ao 
n'uat be well and widely known, Tho ex- 
penditure of tho United Statea Government 
haa been for some time greater than its 
revenue. For instance, the expenditure for 
September was some $13,000,000 greater 
than the revenue. A few months of auch 
deficit would exhaust the Government's 
o.^ah balance, and it would have 
nothing but its gold reserve to 
draw upon. The rule is that that reserve 
must be kept at $100,000,000, Whenever 
it has gone muoh below that figure there 
have been uneaainees and alarm in business 
cirolea, It had a day or two ogo gone down 
to SGI, 000,000, and there ia not, we pro 
eumo, a proapect of aoon getting back to 
what is regarded as the safe minimum sum 
of $100,000,000, and oonseqnently to main- 
tain confidence and to be secure in case of 
any unusual drain on the reserve, the loan 
of fifty millions has been decided upon. 
The rate of interest, aa the reader knows, is 
high. Five per cent, for a Government loan 
in these days is very high, but the Secretary 
of the Treasury wants gold, and the high 
rate of interest is offered in order to Induce 
those who have gold to lend it to the Gov- 
ernment. Secretary Carlisle will, no doubt, 
soon get all the gold he aska for, and we 
would not he surprised if a considerable 
premium were offered. There does not ap- 
pear to be any want of money in the States, 
and confidence in the Government as a bor- 
rower is unbounded. 



aOLD 00 M FORT. 

Tho New York Times, which is a Demo- 
cratic paper, In a slashing article on the 
defeat of ' David :B, Bill. Democratic can- 
didate for Governor of New York, has no 
meroy on the beaten and disappointed Tam- 
many leader. It expatiates ruthlesaly on 
hia mistakes and his offcnoes, and thus re- 
minds the country of what ho has lost : 

Yet Diivid li Hill wont to his bed last 
night undor the humiliation of nn appalling 
defeat. The people have judged him, and 
thoir judgmfint is in itself a warrant of 
execution. lOvorylhiug is loat— the Gover- 
norship, the Lieu fenant Governorship, the 
Court of Appeals Judgeship, the Aesombly, 
a majority of tho Cougreaeional delegation. 
Tho rout is complete. Yet thia ia a great 
Denicci-atio State, and Senator Hill baa 
labored niKlit and day for half a ecoro of 
years to bring to ita highest e flicionoy tho 
machine that yesterday carried him to hia 
ruin. Is the demonstration convincing? 
Do tho Hill Democrats atill cherish a belief 
in the permanent efficacy of the Hill 
methods in politics? Will they demand 
another test ? 

The tone of this article makes it easy to 
aee how the Damocratio party was routed 
in Now York, It was not only a divided 
party, but a party paralyzed by internal 
dissension. There is not a Republican news- 
paper in the State that rejoices more heartily 
over Hill's defeat than the De'mocratio 
Times, 



NEW ZEALAND L EOISLA TJON. 

Much haa been heard of the advanced 
legislation of New Zealand. Its admirers 
describe it as the perfeotion of legislation 
for the people by the people. But there is, 
it seems, another view to be taken of it. 
The Sydney Morning Herald desoribea one 
of the nieaaurca of tho New Zealand Gov- 
ernment aa too absurd in ita proviaiona to be 
looked upon in any other light than as an 
elaborate piece ot humorous sarcasm. It 
refuses to believe that the bill is 
intended to be a measure of prac- 
tical legislation. It affeots to believe 
it to be a kind of political joke, and that 
" the island colony has evolved a master of 
humor in comparison with whom such re- 
presentatives of the genial art as Mark 
Twain and Jerome K. Jerome will seem 
very small fry indeed." It then goes on to 
say : 

The case as we understand it is this : 
Under the rule of a Labor Ministry in New 
Zealand some extraordinary measures have 
been brought into the LegisUture, and some 
of them have pasaecl into law. They have 
possessed tbeuBualobaraoteriaticsof this kind 
of legislat ion. They have been crude, unprao 
tical, lavish in promiaes to give overyihiuf^ 
to everybody at tho oipenao of ovorybady 
else, and stamped by unlimited abjucL aer- 
vility to tho worltingman. Thia haa boon 
going on for aonio time, till at laat tho occa- 
sion haa broiiyht forth tho man, and aouio- 
ono posaeBaing tlio hl^'li gdniuM for ua'iric 
humor hiia by way oi ri,(l\ii:tio ail iih-^iinl iuii 
produced a liurlotquc bill in whiuh all ihu 
fcaturi.a of thia kind of loglaUUon ui o ciii.- 
bodiod in a ul ruiu of cU'ectivo oirioaturo and 
pungently aiitiriaod ; tho rwnlt boing a pioou 
of inoiaivo politioal irony to match which 
we must go back to the work of Jonathan 
Swift. 

Thia bill is described in the Morning 
Herald as tho " Undeairablo Immigrants 
Exoluoion Bill." It waa iatroducud into 
tho New Zealand IjOKislaturo by tho Hon, 
Mr. Reeves, Minister of Education. Wo 
reproduce the extract from tho Morning 
Herald to show the readers that New Zealand 
legislation Is not regarded as perfect or 
even as reasonable by a respectable Aus- 
tralian newspaper whioh has tho boat op- 
portunitioa of 0!;aminiug it and of observ- 
ing tho tH'jcta it produooa. Tho article, 
whioh ia a long one, is in the same strain 
throughout. It treats the measure aa if it 
were the production of some clever 
humorist whose object it waa to make tho 
iulation of Now Zealand utterly ridion- 
louB, Ita concluding senteucu is us follows : 
In tho hasty glance wo have taken 
of these remarkable provisions we 
have left it to the poroeption of the reader 
himself to enter Into the enjoyment of the 
crowning joke of all, whioh is that this 
crowning piece cf political banter and^satiro 
which would bavo uflbrded pleasure to Vol- 
taire, tho aroh-master of persiflage, was auc' 
cosaf uUy passed off on a serious Minister of 
Education aa a genuine bill, and was by him 
solemnly introduoed Into Parliament, where 
itappeara to be likely to stay." - ' 



PRA OTIC A L THE A TMENT. 

Tho Toronto Telegram discusses the trade 
question in the following practical way : 

Canadians who neither hate free trade nor 
^love protcotion would like to learn wherein 
thia country ia injured by a taritTthutre 
servos tho homo market for articlea that 
Canadians can manufacture as cheaply aa 
outeidora. 

With the aid of a twenty-five per cent, 
duty a Toronto firm ia manufacturing bind 
inatrumonta that command tho Canadian 
market, and uro as good aa tho beat inatru 
ments made anywhere in the world. The 
Canadian sets his liorn as cheap aa he could 
buy it in England or the United Statea, and 
the moiioy that would employ outside arti 
sane and enrich foreign manufacturers is 
kept in the country. 

Hand instruments are a luxury, and the 
effect of tho tariff upon their production la 
of lesa imporUinco than its effect upon the 
manufacture of industrial nooeasities like 
tho dynamo. A thirty per cent, duty prao 
tioally excludes American dynamoa from 
tho Canadian market. Has the effect of 
thia duty boon to increase the cost of the 
dynamo? Nob at all. Canadian dynamos 
are just as good as American dynamos, and 
oompetition between Canadian makers keeps 
the price down to the level of American 
prices.

Tho Soorolary of the Teaohera' Institute 
wrote that four teachers were labsenb from 
tho last meeting of the institute. It was 
docidod to afk the absentees to aend in their 
explanations in writing. 

Wm. Huxtable, j initor nf the Central 
Bobool, aaked that the i;20 extra formerly 
llowed him during the winter moutha ho 
continued. Granted. 

The principula of tho graded schcola 
sked re promotion examinatioua that it he 
oft to the individual principal of eaub 
aohool to decide the number of ohildron who 
ehould try for tho promotion examinationa. 

TiiusTEE M AiiciiA.NT thought ihit it would 
be adviuabie to allow the teachers to decide 
what children were eligible to write at tho 
xaminations. 
Mr. McNeil, principal of the North Ward 
school, stated that all might be allowed to 
write at midsummer, but not at the half 
early examinations unleas the parents 
ecidedly wished it. In his own school 
there wore a large nnmber of pupils who had 
only been there a abort time, and conse- 
quently were, as yet, unfit to write. Be 
thought it would be too great' a strain on 
them to foroe them all to compete., His ob- 
jection to the present system was^that it waa 
harmful to send np ohildren to oompete and 
then have them fail. 

The CiiAiHMAN said the preaeni syatem 
waa adopt'od laat year, beoanae some parents 
complained formerly of favoritism when 
theirohildren were not allowed to oompete. 
The present system had been brought in 
after much conaideration, and it should nob 
be changed hastily. 

Trdsteb LovELL bore out the chairman's 
remarks and advised the board to go slowly 
in making a ohangt. 

Trustee Makciiant said thero would be 
no hardship to any pupil if each one who 
wished might bo allowed to compete. On 
the other hand, a pupil who waa forced tn 
take the examination and felt unfit to try, 
would feel very much d'soouraged by fail- 
ure to pass. The principula probably knew 
what was best, and he moved that 
the prinoipala' request be granted, with the 
proviso that every pupil who wiahod to com- 
pote shnuld ho allowed to do bo. 

TuusTiK LoVEi.L seconded Trustee Mar- 
chant'a niotinn. 

Tucstke Lkwis thought all the children 
should take the examination, 

The Chair suggested that tho matter 
lie over till next meetif g, whereupon 
Marchant withdrew hia motion and the 
letter was laid uvur till " n'leting to be 
held not later than the last week in No 
ember. 

Mr. Groat, on behalf of the Central School 
Supply Company, off'tted to sell the board 
maps made to ralief to ahow the contour of 
toe oountries and the height of the monn 
toins. 

Trustee Marohant ihoved that the matter 
be referred over to next year's board. Car' 
ried )

The following letter waa read from the 
eeorotary of the Toaohora' InatUnto: 

VicToiiTA, Ootoher 30, 1894. 
^fr. n. Wi/linmi, Secretary School Board, 
ViL'furia, Ji (J,: 
Siu; — lu obedionco to tho request of the 
board of aohool ti uateea, I aend you an in- 
formal report of the niaer ing hold for the pur- 
priuo of ohtaininji tho opiniuuo of the teachers 
on " Manual traiuin({ in thociiy achools." 

A special meeting was hold in tho oounoil 
ohambera on November 2. The teachers 
were decidedly in favor of having manuil 
training in the public schools, hut they 
thouuht, with the present limit tables and 
the number of subjects to be taught, wo 
ought first to have yearly inatead of semi- 
annual examinations, 

It waa the general opinion of the meelirg 
that the hand and eye of (he child should bo 
trained at the earlieat stage of school life, 
and that we ahonld hare hindergartens cs- 
tabliabed aa aoofa .as possible. Trained 
teaohera dould eaiily be eneaf;ed in San 
Franoisoo and they could take in pupil 
teachers from tho High echnol aud Lrnin 
them for tho work. 

Tho teachers were of o]jiiiion ihi»t the 
question of expense and tho autual carry- 
ing out of the Boheniu wera uot within 
their province, but tliu lium that ehould bo 
dcivdied lo manual traiiiinf> was one they 
cHuld deul witii. Some thoupht it beet lo 
have night schools, and in addition to the 
worlt a course of locturea could bo civen ou 
" Industrial Drawinji, "Practical Chemis- 
try'' or "Applied Moohucica." Others 
were opposed 10 night aehoola, and thought 
the time bhould bo takf^n either beforo or 
after tho present aohool hours. Tho manual 
traioing ahould be cini. d r n throiij(h the 
public ami hit;li schnola, uiid v;e should 
hive a Normal school where loschora could 
ho trained in their own " toohna " or trade. 
It waa the opinion of a great many of the 
teachers lhat there were altogether too 
many ouhjocta on tho High school course, 
and it would make room for more useful 
work if some of thorn were struck off. 

Hoping you will cxcuso thia ilisconnectcd 
report, as it haa bueu mode chiefly from 
memory, and that it will give you a better 
idea of our opinions on the matter than if 
I simply onoloaod the reaoltttiona pasaed at 
our last meeting,

Truateea 
Marohont and Lewis wero appointed. 

TuuKTHK Maiioiiant had hoard throo 
cnniplainta of tho abuse of the rod in euhoola. 
lie waa aorry that the parents would not 
allow him to ueo their names. Ho hud 
known, however, of sovoial iustanceB whore 
teachera had trocpaBaed ovoi- the lino of roa- 
sooablo ca^tigatioD. Ho did not ubU for an 
investigation, hub ho tliought 11 board 
should show its dlsapprobil ion of any undue 
use ot tho rod. If tho papora would make 
this public It would perhupa have tho de- 
sired cfToot. 

Trd.stkk Gx.ovkh hud also heard com- 
plaints of undue whipping. 

Tho subject wan then dropped, and after 
some further routine business the iiiosting 
adjourned at 11 o'clock.

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PROMOTION EXAMINATIONS, 



The Exiatingr System Bevl^wecl and 
Criticized by. An-Experlenced 
Edacationallst. 



InterestlDir Paper Bead Before tbe 
Teacbers' Associatioa by Miss 
Amy Spragree. 

Promotion exikminutioDB In our public 
- lohoola are, iu many ways, very benefioial, 
They arei indeed, almoati msential to the 
BuooeBs of oar modern eduoHtion. In tho 
flrBt plaoa pupila are interested in theso 
tests of what they liave leiirned. Proporly 
educated children are taught to work for 
Its own aako, beoauso it is right for thorn to 
do it, and for the eatiafuotion which work 
well done gives tiiem. To pass tho ox- 
amlnatioD ia not their aim, but thoy know 
that it will oome to proro tho faithfulness of 
their work. Syatematia and orderly study 
ia insured by examination. Pupils and 
teachers aro provonted from giving all their 
time to ona interesting subject; 
tho excluaioQ of others. The true teuchor 
will do all ho can to help his pupila iu choir 
particular br.coh of education, and will ou 
courage them to study it for themselves 
I They must bo taught, however, that other 
things aro important. The boy who excels 
in arithmetic will not work less diligently at 
it because ho has thoroughly mastered his 
spelling lesaoa, which was porhapi distaste- 
ful to him. 

Again, pupils aro taught by this system to 
apply what they have learned. Questions 
are asked in a, different way from that to 
which they have been accustomed. They 
must apply their knowledge of the 
prinoiploB learned to those questions. This 
they must do all their lives. Knowledge 
will do them very little good withouo tho 
power of applying it. Lastly, teaobera are 
prevented from unfairly prampting pupils 
or keeping them back and parents are sat- 
isfied vlien their children have an equal 
olianae wilili others. 

The syatem of promotion by ezaminatiun 
ia not, however, witiiont) ita ■ evils. Teach- 
ing ia often made aubucdinate to examina- 
tion inatead of examination to teaobiog. 
Examinations are good so long as we do not 
teaoh expressly for them. When we do 
this their efiiaienoy is destroyed and we are 
inatruoting ; not edooatiog. Oar miasion is 
to train oar papila ta .'.think ; 
to onitlTale their minds, and fio 
them to take tbetr plaeea in the 
world as men and womeo ; also to awaken 
in their minds suoh a love of learning that 
they will continue to study all their lives. 
In this way only can they become truly 
educated men and wonicu. Cramming a 
certain antount tl knowledge will never do 
this. Examination sometimes becomes a 
test not of how well a subjeoc ia known, but 
of how much has been cmmmed in o few 
weeks. Those thiocs whicti are moat likely 
to be p.sked are taught, whether they are 
the moat important or not. Children niem- 
orizj theeo often without underetandiog them 
and paea their examinationa creditably. 
But what good does iti do them '! They 
juat as industriously forget during tho holi- 
days what they previoualy orammed. When 
we read such answers as " Equinoxes are 
two lines paiaing through tbe earth, cutting 
the equator at eight anglea," we wonder if 
that pupil nnderatands geography, 

Snbjeota which are not er cannot be sub- 

i'eot to examination are negieoted. On our 
imlt table we find drawing, .object leaaons, 
oallsthenioi. Have these in all caies been 
faithfully tangbt t 

(Eo remedy tbe defects in what is in many 
reapeets a good- tyatem,abould t>e our aim. 
Exteniion of time, fot our pabjic aohool 
bourae'and between the exiiminations would 
help materially. Lbt onr papils do their 
work slowly and do it well. Tbe course of 
study in our aoboola is divided into eight 
terms, each term lasting half a year, and at 
the end of each an examination. A pupil 
may then go through this course in four 
years. But how many of them do this ? 
Only the few who seem to learn all subjects 
easily. The great majority, consisting of 
those who havo not so much ability and 
tboao who though really clever aro back- 
ward in aomo one subject, must stay in one 
or more divisioas two terms, whioh means 
that they go over the work in those divi- 
sions twice. 

This is not as it should ho. The work of 
each f>rado should bo suoh that pupils of 
average ability could pass through that 
grade in a term without overwork. If our 
public school course were extended to six 
years this might easily be possible. The 
number of grades could be reduced to aix 
and a little moie work added to each grade. 
Examinationa could be held annually, and 
pupil'' 'vo'ild ntay with each teacher a year. 
The few might bo kept back by this oxtcn- 
aiou of time, but it would probably not hurt 
them, to go more slowly, while the many 
would enter tbe High aohool in about as 
short a time as at present and would be bet- 
ter prepared for it. 

Tbe (aoeeSB of teacbers ia gauged by the 
nnmber of pupils they promote. Tbey must 
now get their pupils ready for eemi-annual 
examinationa. During the afaorb term this 
is eapeoially dlf&oalt. If tbey have not 
time to teaoh thoroughly they must cram. 
With|moro timolconsoientioua teachers would 
not do this. They would teach their pupils 
thoroughly, not to pnes an examination, but 
to know the work, and would find time to 
touch many other thioga in whioh there is 
DO cxaniiuaiion, but wbiohare, Deveribeless, 
very importiint, 

In many I'joiatern qchoola the plan has been 
adopted of tukini; into account the teach- 
ers' record ol tho pupils during the term. 
Monthly ox'iminalinna uro given by tho 
teachers on tho work of the month. Ques- 
tions, anawera and mnrka are kept until the 
end of the term and the pupila' promotion 
depsnda partly apon.theae. Profloient pupila 
who, trom nervonaneaa or soma other eauie, 
do badly'oD.ths final examinatloBi Vn thns 
given their due,' and pupila with a hxd re- 
cord, who by some means have alipped 
through, can bo kept back. 

The papora usually cet at examinations 
might also bo improved. Questions should 
be such as will show whether the grade work 
has been faithfully done. Examiners often 
search for obscure (|ueaiiona whioh they 
think pupils will not know. For instance, 
Huoh an example in arithmetic for a Second 
I'rimer oInbs us this: "How many days 
trom tho l.'hh of March to tho ,'{Oth October 
inclusive." VVhatahould children in tho 
Soooud Primer know about tho word " iu- 
cluaive?" They could not work the problem 
nnleaa tbey had been taught examples of 
that partlonlar kind. Unimportant thinga, 
such aa obaouro names and dates in hiatory, 
areaaked inateadof gonertklprinciploB. Catch 
queations, too — tho abomination of faithful 
teachers — appear on those papers. Tho 
teachera of the grades might havo some 
■light power In the ohoioe of qnestions, A 
question wbiob the majority of teachers of a 
certain grade oonaldar unfair should surely 
not be put on the paper. .

carried off the honors in the lirat net. His 
impersonation of the vulgar, good-heortod 
millionaire was a real piece of art. Mrs. 
Prothors as Mrs. IJriacoe, was very clever, 
especially in her by -play, but a he labored under- 
tho disadvantage of having an unsympa- 
thetic part. Mrs. Hincliliit'.', as Muriel 
Briscoe the heroine oi tho play, gave a very 
sweet and natural rendering of tho part, 
and looked us pretty as a picture in a gown 
of white and blue. Mies Ethel Green, as. 
Janet Ross, made good use of hor oppor- 
tunity, and Mr. MoNoely, as Jack Nolan 
the cowboy, gave a very cireful and Biudied 
rendering of the character.

But with what coldness, sus- 
pioiou and sovoro criticism we should 
moot her in real life! We adore the 
littlo minister for being bravo onougli 
to risk name, jiosition and life itself in 
hor behalf, but wo would call him a 
poor, crazed fool were ho to do the 
samo thing in our own congregation to- 
day.

their peace of mind. A halo of romantic 

charm surrounds theso exquisitely 
painted heroines, but what a conmiou 
adventuress, what a ^'ulgar flirt, wo 
would call snob a woman in real life I 
Men fight for hor favor, to be sure, but 
wo turn in disgust from tho detailed ac- 
count given in the daily paper, where 
Kho figures, or her lover figures, as a 
cores])ondont. Wo were thrilled, moved, 
intoxicated, by her methods iu tho 
novel, however much wo disapproved 
of her, but for tho samo woman in the 
divorce court wo feel pity and con- 
tempt. 

Our hearts arr. torn with anguish over 
the tragic sorrows of Thomas Hardy's 
lioroiue, Tess. Wo admire hor sterling 
qualities, wo respect her patient endur- 
ance of her husband's neglect, and wo 
feel that the awful fate which ended 
hor life was cruolly unjust. Hor early 
error we know to have been made 
through the injury of another, and we 
despiso hor husband for his treatment 
of her. 

Yet in real life we should despise tho 
husband who condoned such an error, 
and wo would ignore her sterling quali- 
ties and soo only tho fallen wretch who 
murdered her betrayer. We -wonld shud- 
der over her punishniout, still thinking 
slio had brnu,i.'lit it on herself, aiul wo 
would cnngraluhite the husliaiid upon 
his oscapo from a life with such a 
being. 

Tho whole world has been interested 

in Miss Ilarradeii's "Sliips 1'liat Pass 
In till.

BcvkluR AdinlsKlon to a Jesuit College and 
What Came of It. ' 

A year and a half ago Mi.s.s Lida Rose 
JlcCabo, tho brilliant j'oung newspaper 
woman, asked to bo admitted to attend 
the lectures on moral pbiloappby in Sb 
Xavier's Jesnit college, New York city. 
Tho lecturer is jFather Halpiu, a pro- 
found scliolar and one of tho most noted 
logicians among tho Catholic professors 
of Anuirica. Professor Halpin did not 
know about it. lie had no objection per- 
fonally, but would have to consult high- 
er authorities than- his own.^^.' At last it 
ft-as agreed that Miss McOabo herself 
Bheuld call on Archbishop Corrigan and 
obtain his permission to listen to tho 
lectures. Sho did this. Miss McCabe is 
eloquent; of tongue as well as of pen. It 
required only a littlo talk on her part 
to convinco the archbishop that sho was 
thoroughly in earnest, that her mind 
was capable of gi-asping the lectures at 
the college, and lastly that it could do 
no possible harm for her to go to tho 
lecturo room and sit quietly listening. 
Sho ^vould not bo a woiuam then and 
there, but a student. Sho followed tho 
course that winter with tho approval of 
the jinifessor and with profit to herself. 
'i\iward tho cud of thocoUego yoiu-moro 
ladies joined the class. If it was well 
to admit ono woman, it wonld be better 
to admit still more. Tho permission ex- 
tended was not withdrawn in the fall 
of is<);i, and tho ladies, young and old, 
crowded to hear Father Ilalpiu's power- 
ful lectures on mental and moral sci- 
ence. At this timo there lu'o no less 
than 500 women taking tho full course. 
Tliiy cannot have certificates or diplo- 
mas, but they can get the instruction. 
Since then Fatlu-r Doonan, professor of 
moral philosophy iu tho Jesuit college 
of Boston, has'likewiso opened his course 
of instruction to women. Bishop Kcano 
of tho n(!W Catholic luiiversity of Wash- 
ington informed iMiss JlcCabo in an in- 
terview that he was iu favor of throw- 
ing open every door of learning in that 
institution to women on the samo terms 
as to juen, but fmances would not per- 
mit it at present. ,Tust so; just so it al- 
ways was. Provide for men lirst and lot 
tho women go without 

It is not because women wish to be- 
come "mannish" that they aro practic- 
ing gymna.stic exi>rcises and going in 
for physical culture. It is a woman's 
duty a.s it is a mini's to perfect herself 
physically. There is nothing admirable 
in weakness of any kind. The only thing 
that is admirable is strength — strength 
of mind and body. 

A recent private letter from Uxs. Lon- 

lie M. Gordon of Atlanta says: "We are 

60 anxious to develop tho talents of our 
Boutheru girls and women, for they aro 
artistic, talented and practical, with all 
thoir sentiment We feel snre that our 
exposition here will tempt them to do 
their best. Our women aro very timid 
about going before tho world, for mou 
havo objected to it, but it is beginning 
to bo different. Our men and women 
begin to realize that God given talents 
should bo used to win bread as well as 
to bring delight " Bight y.on are, Mrs. 
Gordon. Southern girls and women are 
among tho most gifted and successful 
breadwinners in New York city. 

Mrs. Lnulie I^f, Gordon is a member 
of the iiiiiyor's reception committee for 
entertaining tho Literuatioiial Le.iguo 
of Press Clubs daring its visit to Atlanta. 

More women voted than ever before 
in tho municipal elections in Kansas 
this spring, and tho vote of the Colorado 
women Wius heavier than had been ex- 
pected. This docs not look as if women 
did not want to vote. 

Mrs. iMaiy H. Eccles is a druggist of 
BrooklJ^l who protested to tho excise 
board against anymore saloons being 
established close to her store.

Advioas by the Northern Paolflo steam 
ahip Sikh, which arrived at Viotoria laat 
evening, show that iu tho cities of Japaa 
there oontiauoa to bs a dearth of relinblo in- 
formation as to the progress of the war, 
though at the tinioof sailing 'mipoitanbnows 
was expected as tho result of Coicat Oyama'a 
advacco with hie army division within the 
Gulf of Peohill. If an expedition to Pokin 
ia to made at sAl this season it will bo upon 
OyaDia that tbe burden of responsibility will 
fall. The impression is, however, gaining 
in Japan amongst foreigners that for want 
of ability on the part of the Japanese to fol- 
low up their successes they continually lose 
much of the advantage gained. Whilo it 
sppears certain that the two army corps, as 
will uB the navy, are about to deal a buo- 
ccpaiou of rapid blows from several diroc- 
tinne, tha |Kobo News, iu a well considered 
urtiolo on the situation, says : 

" However serious tho roaults to China of 
tho attntts of her foo, they cannot be fata 
to thu Miildlo Kingdom under many months 
of wearying combat, unless domesti 
troubles cap foreign defuata. Japan maybe 
huecesaful at every point without humiliat 
iiig heriinwieidy neighbor to tho dust as it 
ia wished she should bo humbled. Tho 
Sliao^hai Morning Journal doolares bluntly 
tho belief that Japan cannot succeed in tho 
tank sho so lightly undertook. Others are 
much Kioto hesitant than thoy wore. Japan 
has disoloaed unsuspected powers and China 
only doplorablo weaknoesoa. It ia atill un- 
likely in our view that Japan will reach 
Pekin this season ; and it ia more unlikely 
t^at K she does ahe can even then obtain all 
she wants. China has many Uvea." 

Japan is commended for tho aplondid 
oarnestneas she has shown in sinking all the 
Qoroe party feeling for tho purpose of up 
holding the governmont in the war, and 
this unity of purpose in sharply contrasted 
with the divided councils, private rivalries 
and peraonal animoaitics heard of from 
Pekin. Tho Japaneso army and navy thua 
are made to feel encouraged to fight for a 
country that backa them so well, and that 
expresses its recognition of their aobicve- 
ments as the parliament did for them. 
The addresses to the emperor ab Hiroshima 
were no formal and empty words. Some 
thirty milliona probably in round figures 
haa already been expended out of the 
reserves. An equal sum haa been floated as 
a loan, and some ninety millions remain to 
be collected In like manner. The expendi 
ture day by day ia atill increasing ; tho 
oountry muat inevitably feel the strain 
greater with each passing week. There is 
no flinching, however ; Japan has deter 
mined to seek no aesistanco abroad, and 
though business men deplore tho tituaiion, 
they hops always for the best. China is to 
ba made to pay all tho expenses now in 
ourred and a heavy indemnity besides, she is 
to be despoiled of certain of her possesaions 
and to provide a prac ically unlimited 
field for Japanese trading enterprises. 
FormoBi ia becoming more and more an ob- 
ject of desire, and some insist upon one 
province at least of the Middle Kingdom in 
addition. So Japan shall become all power- 
ful, they argue, in Kastern Asio, and she 
shall compel the greedy powers of the 
West to atay their hands. At the same 
tiir.e Cnina is not to bo rcceivod again as 
a friend; she muat always bo regarded, 
and presumably treated, aa an implacable 
foe. As a poaaible alternative to Japan'a 
uutjueationed snpremaoy, alliancjs might, 
it is even euggeated, be posbible with Eng- 
land and Russia if made on a footing of ab- 
solute equality. 

There is talk in Seoul of employing Karo- 
pean advisers in the chief government de- 
partments. The decision to seleot Japanese 
for the poata baa not been acted on, and no 
atep has been taken towards giving it cfl.'ct 
exospt in the case of the army'o£goe, which 
has asked, it ia believed, for Sf'n offloer to be 
appointed. 

A largo araonai ia to bo established at 
IVuro at an eatimatod cxpendiluro of 1,000,- 
000 yen. The workit nuiat prove of inimedi- 
ale benefit if completed within eix month?, 
aais announced, and in tlio future will bo an 
additional source of 8i:rfingth to Japan by 
rotulering her more complutely indopondent 
of foreign war material. 

At thu opening of the Dieti, the Emperor 
in his address said : " We regret that 
China haa neglected tho duty of maintaining 
iho peace of the Eist in uaaociation with 
our Empire, and that at length ulfairs 
reached the present state. Nevertheless, 
hostility having already commenced, wo 
mast not atop at any half-way aoconjplish- 
mont of our object. We, therefore, wieh 
our people in the Empire to act in unity, to 
restore peace to the East by a triumphant 
aooomplishment of the whole, and to spread 
the glory of the Empire abroad. We com- 
mend it to every one of yon to work dili- 
gently for these ends." 

Another, and a rather new statement of 
the cause and purposo of the war, is the fol- 
lowing from tho Jiji Shimpo : 

" Japan has undartakea the present war 
with the intent of forcibly putting an end 
to Buch aeoluaion' (as China has Iiiihertu 
kept up) ; to chaatiao tho perverao and 
bigoted Ignorance of tho country ; and to 
illu niuatu i a darkness with thu lamp of 
civili/.ition. The object of the war Is thua 
1 1 accuro a permanent benefit for Japan and 
E' gland," 

While cowardice haa been charged or in- 
ffrred ua tho cause of tho niyatenoijs aeclu- 
slo 1 of the Chinese lldot, it ia a\U\ that the 
real roaaon ia ono evou inoro dilliuult oi 
dealing with, being tho laok of aiiinuinitiou 
for tho big guns, whilo there ia also c lad 
lack of teamou. Betroyed by those that ho 
truatod most tho Viceroy Li is believed to 
have none of the atoroa in roaerve on which 
ho confidently counted, Riflsa are laokiog 
in some instances, cartridges in otherr, and 
what there are of the latter seem mostly to 
bokng to a diUforcut patterned woipon to 
that III use. 

The fact that Japan, after having, as is 
o'aimed, thiroughly crippled the Peiyung 
fleet, did not aC, onoe (.roceed to bnmbard 
Port Arthur and while barring the Yalu to 
Chinese reinforoementa take all availablu 
troops from Korea and Japan to be hurrierl 
to Pekin, Is now considered an evidence 
that thuir fleet was not aa 8trvioi:atlo 
after tho fight aa they have olfijially 
duclared. Indeed, flahormen arriving from 
K roa, who witnotsod ihe Ugbt, poriiat 
in declaring thatj the Japaneso lost 
two ahipa during tho fight, and four after- 
wards. They eay that tho Japaneao scizad 
twelve of their fiahor junka, took them 
ashore, filled them with hundrods of bodice, 
and then, after saturating them with kero- 
atne, burned them. For help rendered and 
fish bought, tho Japanese paid iu little white 
I oolua. The men from the soizod junka havo
